TEXT OF TREATY 


Wasliinston, D. 0.—The state 
de 


partment Thursday night made public 
the text of the treaty between the 
United States and 
Germany which 


was signed at Berlin. It follows: 


"The United States of America and 


Gfermany: 


"Considering that the United States, 


acting in conjunction with its co-bel- 
ligerents, entered into an 
armistice 


with Germany on Nov. 11, 1918, In or- 
der that a treaty of peace might be 
concluded: 


"Considering that the treaty of Ver- 


sailles was signed on June 28, 1919, 
and came into force according to the 
terms of its article 440, but has not 
been ratified by the United States: 


Recite Resolutions 


"Considering that the congress of 


the United States passed a joint reso- 
lution, approved by the president on 
July 2. 1921, which reads in part as 
follows: 


" 'Resolved, by the senate and house 


of representatives, that the state of 
war declared to exist between the im- 
perial German government and the 
United States o£ America by the joint 
resolution of congress approved 
cKn 


April 6, 1917, is hereby declared at a<a 
end." 'Section • 2. That In making thl-s 
declaration, and as a part of it thers 
are expressly reserved to the United 
States of America, and its nationaJk 
any and all rights, privileges, indem- 
nities, reparations, or advantages, to- 
gether with the right to enforce th* 
same, to which it, or they, have be- 
come entitled under the terms of th% 
armistice signed Nov. 11, 191S, or any 
extensions or modifications thereof: 
or which were acquired by or are ia 
the possession of the United States 
of America by reason of its partici- 
pation in the war or to which its na- 
tionals have thereby become right- 
fully entitled; or which, under the 
treaty of Versailles, havo been stipu- 
lated for its or their benefit; or ti> 
which it is entitled as one of the prin- 
cipal allied and associated powers; of 
to which it is entitled by virtue oft 
any act or acts of congress; or oth- 
erwise.

CHEAPER IN CHICAGO

Chicago, IH.—Retail milk prices in 


the Chicago territory will be cut 2 
cents a quart beginning Sept. 1. 


The announcement followed one by 


the producers that wholesale rates 
would be cut from $2.30 to $1.50 per 
hundred pounds of whole milk. -By re- 
ducing their price from 14 to 12 cents 
a quart, the retail cut is made 92 
cents per hundred pounds, the deal- 
ers say. 


Chicago is the last large city in the 


country to reduce retail milk prices 
from their high level of last January. 


In New York prices have dropped 3 


cents a quart within the last eight 
months. In Boston, the drop has been 
2.2S cents. In St. Louis there has been 
a reduction of 3 cents, and in Denver 
and San Francisco 2 cents.

OFFICERS 


Cabinet officers may swing in their 


chairs of state in feigned comfort and in- 
difference when congress is tossing them 
to and fro in oratorical cannonades, or if 
the attacks are too noisy, too persistent. 
too damaging, they may write a letter to 
the senate or the house, issue a public 
statement, or give an interview. They 
cannot, however, reply in debate: the bar 
of congress is closed to them. 


Introduction of a bin of courtesy, as it 


might be called, to extend to them the 
privilege of seats on the floor of the sen- 
ate or the house, with the further privilege 
of joining in debate or discussion, when 
measures concerning their departments are 
under consideration, could not have failed 
to escape their attention, and possibly their 
suspicion. Congress delights in its rhe- 
torical splendor, and cabinet officers might 
be excused for analyzing 
the measure 


as a chemist does an explosive. 


Cabinet officers casually think that the 


privilege of the floor is something to 
which they are entitled, and which they 
could use to advantage, either for defend- 
ing their departments or promoting de- 
partmental standing and effectiveness. 
Yet. calm, second thought reveals many 
disadvantages and embarassment-s which 
would at least balance, possibly outweight, 
the benefits. 


"Were cabinet officers allowed to speak 


in behalf of their departments or them- 
selves in congress, they could not avoid 
controversy, as they do now. They would 
be obliged to utilize their privilege, •and 
could not. as at present, pick the time, 
place and weapons for their own defense. 
While the privilege seemingly would vest 
members of the president's ojcial family 
with more power, it probably would weak- 
en them.

Representation alone would, 


however, be but a negative force: it would 
be chiefly a sentimental influenc. Backed 
up by an international woman's organiza- 
tion, waging a vigorous battle for dis- 
armament, it would be an irresistible force. 
The organization should cover every coun- 
try in which woman has sufficient indepen- 
dence to assert her interest, and its influ- 
ence could and should extend into lands 
where her rights are as yet unwon. for 
even in these places she can express her- 
self with much effect. 


The universal demand for disarmament 


and international accord will sway the 
governments and the delegates, as authori- 
ties must bow to th" will of the majority. 
The propaganda will be of as great im- 
portance as the conference, and it seems 
that woman can do the best work toward 
making the conference a success by being 
the life of the propaganda.

FORD AND HAREIMAN ON 


TRANSPORTATION 


TVhen the late E. H. Harriman, financial 


and constructive genius of railroad trans- 
portation, was supreme in his position and% 
planned a great consolidation of carriers, 
lie predicted that the lines and equipment 
-^ould have to be built according to new 
ideas. Freight cars would be constructed 
much greater in size, and rails would be 
heavier and bridges and tunnels higher 
and wider. His revolutionary drr-ams pre- 
saged complete reconstruction of the prin- 
cipal systems. The opposite view is tak- 
en by IJpnry Ford, who lately bought the 
Detroit. Toledo and Ironton Railroad. Mr. 
Ford has had but a brief experience in 
railroad transportation, and says that he 
knows nothing about it. yet he insits that, 
as a shipper of freight, he is aware of its 
deficiencies. 
He will strive to develop 


railroad transportation by investigation, 
observation, experience and expermenta- 
lion, and will not be influenced by tradi- 
tion or custom. 


Mr. Ford holds that greatf-r ofncjency 


can be secured with smaller and lighter 
locomotive power and smaller and lighter 
freight cars. He will substitute the wire- 
less telephone for the telegraph for train 
dispatching. 
Service will be more fre- 


quent and more satisfactory with these 
changes, and damage, waste and accidents 
will be reduced. Greater significance at- 
taches to these thoughts of Mr. Ford's 
than to any of the much-heralded changes 
which he has effected on his short line. As 
a matter of fact most of the changes and 
improvements which Mr. Ford has made, 
and which are widely commended, would 
not be adaptable to a large railroad, and 
many of them could not be adopted on 
short lines, as most short lines have small 
tonnage and revenue whereas the Detroit. 
Toledo & Ironton got 
sufficient tonnage 


from the Ford Motor company to produce 
adequate revenue. 


' The same observations advanced by Mr. 


- Ford regarding smaller 
locomotives are 


made by highway and industrial engin- 
eers as to motor trucks. 
Xo road can be, 


constructed, they maintain, which could 
stand up long under the crushing weight 
and traffic, and they insist that the com- 
bined weight of trucks and loads must be 
restricted. If this happens, trucks will op- 
erate in trains, so as to spread the< burden 
over a greater road surface. 


It seems possible that the era of smaller 


physics and chemistry, hygiene and sanitation, em- 
bryology and human reproduction. 


I would teach the boy and girl in high school 


what every reasonably well educated man or woman 
ought to know. I would give the same credits for 
satisfactory work in the physical training depart- 
ment of anthropology as are given for satisfactory 
work in the department of mathematics or lan- 
guages. Of course, these subjects cannot be taught 
by untrained teachers. Physical education is quite 
as important and valuable as any other branch of 
education and demands quite as thorough prepara- 
tion on the part of one who essays to teach the 
subject. 


The old Greeks knew the value of physical edu- 


cation. They gave about half of the school day to 
the training of the body. They were right, too, so 
far as their culture carried them. 


Our modern practice of developing the mind and 


ignoring the body leads UK into strange predica- 
jments. It makes veritable freaks of a great many 
of us. It makes "highbrows" of too many of us. It 
fits us for an exceedingly artificial and unnatural 
life. What we need is something more like a liberal 
education, education of the whole man, a little 
knowledge of ourselves and a little less scientific 
speculation about the rings of Saturn, and ths^ canals 
of Mars.

Question—I have often read where one could im- 


prove their eyesight by some sort of muscle exer- 
cises. I am near sighted and don't like to wear 
glasses. Can you teil me if these exercises help and 
where I can find out what to do? (E. K.) 


Answer—Turning the eyes to right and left, and 


up and down, with the lids closed, rythmically, for 
several times, two or three seances a day, will do 
no particular harm, but as exercise this little pas- 
time scarcely compares with the ordinary use of the 
eyes to look at things. In near sighterlness the eyes 
need rest, and that is why young people with near 


jhted eyes should wear glasses, for otherwise the 


constant overwork of the eye-focusing muscles and 
apparatus demanded by the visual defect will still 
further impair the sight. 
It is a popular but un- 


fortunate misapprehension that wearing glasses 
which compensate or correct.the visual defect is 
"weakening."

Red Perspiration. 


Question—I perspire a brick colored perspiration 


from the armpits. What causes this? Is it danger- 
ous? (W. G.) 


Answer—It is caused by a harmless infection of 


the skin under the arms by the bacillus prodigiousus, 
a red microbe as inoffensive as a parlor socialist. , A 
few applications of a non-poisonous germicide, such 
as direct sunlight, should overcome the annoyance. 
I prefer not to suggest poisonous germicides. 


Nerve Foods. 


Question—Will you kindly sr-nd me a list of foods 


that are nerve nourishing? I am going to study for 
a doctor, but I am inclined to be nervous. (D E. J.) 


Answer—Bread and butter, meat and taters. mince 


pie, beefsteak and onions, crackers and cheese, ham 
and r-ggs, oatmeal 
and mackerel, peachea and 


cre^m, all nourish the nerves the same as they feed 
every other part of the body.

Uusually the man is on 
the point of death or is under a life 
sentence. One such was an Italian 
nam-r-d Lagaputo, who was picked up 
half dead from a gunshot wound and 
mode a confession while hovering near 
death m a city hospital. Another was 
"Ralph the Barber," 
whose 
sensa- 


tional confession implicated dozens of 
influential Italians of the underworld. 


Ralph Daniello, widely known 
as 


"Ralph the Barber" was a profession- 
al murderer, employed to kill by the 
"boss" of his district at the rate of 
$15 a week. 
Ralph betrayed 
this 


boss and several other leaders of the 
band because they failed to keep their 
promise to him. They had promised 
Ralph to send his wife and children 
safely back to Italy so that he could 
elope to Nevada with another woman. 
Accordingly, 
the 
young 
murderer 


eloped, but once in Nevada be,learned 
that his wife and children were right 
where he had left them. They had 
not gone- back to Italy. In this fail- 
ure of the "boss men" or padrones to 
keep their 'fiTomlse Ralph read a sinis- 
ter sign. 
He had been in their ser- 


vice long enough to know what hap- 
pened to a. henchman out of favor— 
he was usually 
found- early 
some 


morning with his throat cut. 


That did not happen to Ralph. In-

whom he had eloped followed them 
to Reno and had him arrested. This 
action, the young man believed, had 
been taken only with the consent of 
the bosses back home, and he swore 
he would get even. He would take 
his vengeance also, he who had for so 
long a time made vengeance his busi- 
ness. That was in November 1917. 
Since then, the police have known a 
great deal about the men who rule 
Little Italy. 


They know, for instance, that the 


Italian underworld recognizes no laws 
agaJasi gambling, drug trafficking, 
white slavery, or liquor selling. These 
activities are controlled entirely by 
"boss men" of the district, who earn 
a luxurious livelihood by licenses and 
tributes exacted from the owners of 
such enterprises. Occasionally, they 
go in for blackmailing or kidnapping, 
but these are usually resorted to in or- 
der to terrorize someone who has de- 
fied their authority. Through Ralph 
the police learned that there were 
three big gangs or -"trusts" that con- 
trolled all of the big Italian colonies 
of the city. One of them was the Mul- 
berry Street or downtown gang, one 
was the Harlem gang and the third 
was the Navy Street or 
Brooklyn 


gang. £&ch of the first two was ruled 
by three padrones, while the Brooklyn 
gang had four bosses. These ten men 
had forty or fifty killers, he told the 
police, who were each paid $15 or $20 
a week. They administered justice by 
means of these henchmen and never 
personally participated in the shedding 
of blood. All of them were engaged 
in legitimate enterprises of some sort 
—being either wholesale merchants or 
importers—but most of their wealth 
was obtained through taxes and black- 
mail. 


Kings of the Underworld 


No man could open 
a 
gambling 


house in their districts without con- 
sulting them first and paying for the 
privilege. They encouraged and profit- 
ed from the sale of illicit drugs, and 
they even levied a special tax on arti- 
chokes, demand $25 for every wagon- 
load taken by an Italian from the city 
markets. The controlling ten also 
granted monopolies on olive oil, ice, 
coal and wood to certain peddlers of 
their districts, in 
consideration 
of 


specified payments, of course, 
and 


once such a monopoly was established 
no one dared dispute It. 


To those who paid their 
dues 


promptly the padrones gave their ut- 
most protection, but upon those who 
failed in this duty vengeance descend- 
ed. Only two or three reminders were 
accorded the rebel. After that one 
of the forty killers was called before 
his general, presented with a suitable 
weapon and given precise instructions. 
Then it was only a question of time 
before the offender was gracing his 
hearthrug or doorstep, a knife wound 
in his back or a bullet wound in his 
forehead. 


As a result of Ralph the Barber's 


confession, seventeen gangsters were 
indicted for murder, and several men 
were brought to trial. In many cases 
conviction failed, because the principal 
witnesses insisted upon maintaining 
an obstinate silence, refusing to cor- 
roborate Ralph's testimony. Further- 
more, the 
chief 
offenders—the 
pa- 


drones—were able to leave the coun- 
try before the police could get on their 
trail. Nevertheless, the 
confession 


had a restraining effect upon the gang 
activities of Little Italy, and for a time 
things were remarkably quiet. Then, 
suddenly with the enforcement of pro- 
hibition, an epidemic of "vendettas" 
started up again. 


All the recent Italian murders, 


which have figured so prominently in, 
the. newspapers, are due to feuds re- 
sulting from traffic in liquor, the police 
believe. The chief padrones are fight 
ing for the control of bootlegging mon- 
opolies, and there are constant quar- 
rels, constant strategy and constant 
murder. 
"Prohibition is incomprehensible to 


the Italian of New York," explains one 
police official. "In his opinion a man 
can no more be prevented by law from 
drinking than he can from eating, 
and he regards water as a liquid to be 
used only for cleansing purposes. The 
boss men of the underworld do not 
regard the prohibition law as a joke, 
however. 
They regard it as a god- 


send. It means huge and easy pro- 
fits to a man with strong nerves, a 
hardy staff of killers and a keen ap- 
preciation of vengeance."
